HEALTH HINTS 


I'ASTKUltlZATlOX OF MIl-K 


Aims TO H>OI> VAIA:K 


It was on account of experiments 


with wiues in I860 that the lives 
of babes are being conserved today. 
Louis Pasteur, 
a Frenchman, dis- 


covered what he termed "diseases in 
wine". 
In other words fermentation 


was taking place too rapidly. 


Pasteur believed, that a huat ot 


122 to 140 degrees was sufficient to 
retard the fermentation and sour- 
ing of the wines. The a*ime proved 
true with beer. 
Hence the term, 


"pasteurization". 


Tlu general method of pasteuriza- 


tion means the rapid heating oC milk 
to 140 degrees Fahrenheit, maintain- 
ing this temperature for 80 minutes 
and then rapidly cooling to 45 de- 
grees Fahrenheit. 


From 
a 
bacteriological 
stand- 


point this 
treatment 
gives assur- 


ance of destruction of iliseaso-pro- 
ducing germs, but leaws in the pas- 
teurized milk the maximum percent- 
age of ihe germs which cause milk 
to sour and only a small percentage 
of those that cause it to rot. 


An 
investigation 
was conducted 


some time ago to ascertain if pas- 
teurization caused milk to deterior- 
ate as u food. 
A number of babies 


re fed on raw and on pasteurized 


milk. 
There was only a slight dif- 


ference in the. average daily gain in 
weight during the feeding period. 


It. was a luird blow to the oppo- 


nents of pasteurization 
to 
learn 


that the difference was in favor of 
pasteurized milk. 


{proved that a solid column subject 
to bending strains 
is no stronger 


than a hollow ort*. Consequently all 
iron shafts are iracie hollow, and the 
steel shafts which drive the screws

It may be 
grown in large flowerpots or boxes 
in any light and reasonably warm 
place. The soil should be kept 
moist. Water cress is often grown 
in shallow waters, but the ordinary 
garden variety,

All children have this instinctive

The 
more we train children to fill thefr 
lives with rosebud thoughts, the less 
they will torn to thorny sadnesses. 


Studying the world flowers, we be- 


come conscious of the power and 
gentleness of their Creator, for God 
must be good and kind to put so 
much divine color and beauty Into 
the world. Then it Is we realise that 
it is ourselves who have brought the 
existing sinful ugliness into being.

a fishing and hunting trip io tbe far 
north—a trip which ban been plan- 
ned partly as a summer vacation and 
partly as a commercial venture—-she 
will start on a journey that will take 
her about 5,000 miles from Seattle 
«nd will not end till about tbe mid- 
dle of November. Incidentally John 
Borden. Chicago 
capitalist, sports- 


man and traveler, and one of the 
vessel's owners, will help the explor- 
er, Vilhjalmur Stofan&wm—if help is 
needed—re-locate the continent be 
discovered la the -polar regions. 


Mr. Borden on his journey will be 


accompanied by Capt. Louis Lane, 
long time a resident of Nome, Alas- 
ka, and for yearn a gold miner, fur 
trader and whaler, and by three Chi- 
cago' guests, -who are going Just for 
eport—Norrls H. 
Bokum, C. K. 


Knickerbocker and R. B. Slaughter 
—and the schooner will carry a crew 
of 24 sturdy seamen. 


'With Mr. Borden. Capt. Lane is 


joint owner of the vessel, which. In- 
cluding her equipments, cost $75,- 
000 and is 137 feet long, 32 feet 
beam, with a draft of 14 feet and 
a speed of seven knots per hour. She 
carries three sails and, as an auxil- 
iary force, an oil-burning engine of 
160 horsepower. Her oaken bull Is 
ebeatbed in Iron-wood, a heavy tim- 
ber from the Philippines, almost aa 
Impervious as its name indicates. 


Tjhe "Great Bear" will carry 25,- 


000 gallons of fuel oil, and about 
$3,000 worth of provisions—canned 
vegetables and fruits, sugar, coffee, 
flour, meal and salt meats—enough 
to last tb* entire Journey. A com- 
plete IctMttn will be provided and 
will ba la charge of a chef of long 
experience. 
A medical chest fitted 


up according to the list authorized 
toy jthe government for its vessels 
•will; ibe a part of the ship's equip- 
ment. No physician will accompany 
the expedition as Mr. Borden says

Income tax.
